Further information from the West 
is to the effect that five miles of 
track of the Northern Pacific are out 
between Butte and Missoula, and ma 
rooned passengers at Drummond will 
not be able to get out of that place 
before a week’s time, according to the 
railway people. 
The Boulder river at Basin reached 
the highest stage in sixteen years, 
washing out three steel bridges on 
the Great Northern, carrying away the 
big dam of the Basin Reduction com­ 
pany, together with a number of resi­ 
dences. 
Missoula and Great Falls from all 
reports have been the heaviest suffer­ 
ers. and both cities are now cut off 
from the outside world so far as rail­ 
road transport a’ion is concerned.

H a Catches Birds as Big as Larks In 
His Mam m oth Web. 
F a r up in the m ountains of Ceylon 
there is a spider that spins a web like 
bright yellowish silk, the central net 
of which is five feet In diameter, while 
the supporting lines, or guys, as they 
are called, measure sometimes ten or 
twelve feet, and, riding quickly in the 
early morning, you may dash right 
into it, the stout threads tw ining round 
your face like a lace veil, while, as the 
creature that has woven it takes up 
his position in the middle, he generally 
catches you right in the nose, and, 
though he seldom bites or stings, the 
contact of Ii is large body and long legs 
Is anything but pleasant. If you for­ 
get yourself and try to catch him, bite 
he will, and, though not venomous, 
his Jaws are as powerful as a bird’s 
beak, and you are not likely to forget 
tho encounter. 
H ie bodies of these spiders are very 
handsomely 
decorated, 
being bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the 
upper part is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. 
So strong 
are the webs that birds the size of 
larks are frequently caught therein, 
and even the small hut powerful scaly 
lizard falls a victim.

monster — measuring, 
when 
w aiting for his prey, with his legs 
stretched out, fully six inches—striding 
across the middle of the net and noted 
the rapid maimer in which he winds 
his stout threads round the unfortu­ 
nate captive. 
He usually throw s the coils about 
the head until the wretched victim is 
first blinded and then choked.

OHIO POLITICAL HISTORY 
Apropos of the visit of Col. Freeman 
Thorp, of the F ifth Ohio and one of 
the best known and m ost celebrated 
p o rtrait painters in America, a Utile 
Ohio political history m ight be related 
a t this time without causing hearts to 
ache.

W. L. A. Johnson, commissioner of 
the K ansas bureau of labor and indus­ 
try, has a new solution of the child 
Jailor problem, says a Topeka (Kau.) 
dispatch, 
Mr. Johnson’s plan is to pay a per 
diem wage to children between the 
ages of ten and fourteen in order that 
they may attend school and still have 
a means of at least supporting them ­ 
selves without being compelled to la­ 
bor in a factory. 
Mr. Johnson made this suggestion in 
a speech before the Kansas Federation 
of Women’s Clubs at M anhattan, Kan. 
He does not state what he thinks this 
per diem wage should be, but he thiuks 
the state could well afford to pay a 
small sum and that the reduction in 
the am ount necessary to pay for the 
state support of schools for delinquent 
children would be sufficient to pay the 
bill.
